Investigation of the Are at Laport<\ 
Ind.. which destroyed the home of Mrs. 
Belle Gunnew and In which eh© and 
her children were supposed to have 
been burned to death, load the police 
to believe that the place was a clearing* 
house for the victims of murderers. 
Five bodies were unearthed yesterday, 
one being Andrew' Heldgren. of Abet* 
dean, 8. D., who had courted Mrs. Gun- 
nesg by mull and came to see her. HI* 
body was found cut to pieces. Mrs. 
Gunnms* two husbAnds died under 
mysterious circumstances. The woman 
Is > llipved to have escaped previous to 
tho lire. Home of the bodies found are 
beloved to have been shipped from 
Chicago, as five trunks were recently 
received by express from that city. 


Ju :e A. E. Richards and Helm 
Bru< t, representing the city of Louis¬ 
ville. applied to the Court of Appeals 
for a writ of prohibition and for the 
dissolution of the tempo ran' restraining 
order granted by Judge Kirby on mo¬ 
tion of the New Louisville Jockey Club.

Laporto. Ind., May 5.—[Special.)— 
Love, intrigue. Jealousy and wholesale 
murder figure in the story woven about 
the discovery to-day of five mutilated 
bodies—two men, a young woman and 
two children—buried In the sand on 
the premises of Mrs. Belle Gunness. 

Tho revelations have devolved them¬ 
selves Into a second Holmes* Castle 
mystery. Mrs. Gunness herself, to¬ 
gether with her three children, sup¬ 
posedly were burned to death In a fire 
which destroyed her home Just one 
week ago. 

Of the victims dug from the earth 
to-day by Sheriff Smulzer. one was 
Identified os a suitor for Mrs. Gunness* 
hand, his courtship having been 
prompted through a matrimonial 
agency; a second wus recognized as the 
adopted daughter of the woman, who 
was believed to have gone to Los An¬ 
gelos two years ago, and the other three 

bodies have not been Identified.

Eleven Tragedies. 


belonging to Heldgren. and to Sheriff 
Rmiilxcr and Coroner Mack h© has told 
several conflicting stories concerning 
his relations with the woman and his 
presence In the neighborhood of the 
Gunness home the night It burned. 

•. • • 

Holes Filled Up. 


While questioning Joseph Maxson, a 
hired hand on the Gunness farm, he 
learned of the nvj'sterlous digging of 
holes by him. all ot them being tilled 
up at a later date by Mrs. Gunness. 
He led Heldgren and the officers to the 
snot where the holes hud been dug 
about 150 feet from the house, and 
there, aft»*r digging a few minutes, was 
uncovered the body of Heldgren. 

About thirty-five feet further on 
from the house the remains of four 
other persons w r ere found. Lying on 
top of a mattress were the skeletons 
of two men and a woman. Under¬ 
neath the mattress was the body of 
an 11-year-old girl, said to be Jennie 
Olson. All the bodies were taken In 
charge by the Coroner, and are now 
locked In a barn on the Gunness farm, 
being carefully guarded.

WILL DECIDE 
CASE TO-DAY 


Right To Sell Pools Argued 
At Frankfort 


Questions Indicate Victory 
For Jockey Club. 


Full Bench Hears Motion To 
Dissolve Injunction. 


SOLDIERS MAKE

Get Thirteen Alleged "Rid¬ 
ers” In Caldwell. 


Prisoners’ Attorney Goes To 
Marion With Party. 


The discovery of the bodies led ex¬ 
pressmen to tell of the delivery of five 
trunks to the Gunness farm during the 
last six months, find this fact has 
caused tho authorities to work on the 
theory that the place was the clearing¬ 
house for murders. They suspect that 
wealthy persons, after # belng lured to 
Chicago and killed, were packed In 
these trunks and sent to Laporte to 
be disposed of. 

• • • 

Suspicious Death of Husband. 


In all eleven have been traced, and It 
Is thought full exploration of tho prem¬ 
ises will uncover additional tragedies. 
To-night it affords one of the most per¬ 
plexing mysteries In recent history. 

That Mrs. Gunness lirVealfty was a 
victim of the fire which destroyed her 
home now is doubted by the authorities, 
who believe the bodies found In the 
ruined house may have been corpses 
shipped to her from Chicago. 

In the arrest of Ray Lamphere. a 
former servant of the woman. Short ft 
Smulxer believes some light may be 
thrown upon the circumstances sur¬ 
rounding the deaths of at least some of 
the eleven victims. # 

• • • * 

Body of Suitor Identified. 


The developments of the day laao 
caused the authorities to recall that 
the two husbands of Mrs. Gunness dhd 
under mysterious circumstances, both 
meeting violent deaths. The first. Ed¬ 
ward Sorrenson, was Insured for 18.- 
500, and the second. Gunness, for $3,- 
500. This Insurance was paid over to 
Mrs. Gunness by the companies. 

Ray JoLinphere, the former hired 
hand of Mrs. Gunness, who was ar¬ 
rested after the woman’s house had 
been destroyed by tire, and the bodies 
of Mrs. Gufiness and her three children 
had been found in the ruins, was 
charged with murdering the family. He 
now* will be accused of being an ac¬ 
complice of Mrs, Gunness In the mur¬ 
dering of the alleged victims of the 
Laporte woman. It Is believed by some 
that Lamphere, angered because Mm. 
Gunness refu^-d to keep him supplied 
with money, killed her and the children 
out of revenge and then fired the house 
to cover tho crime. , 

Lamphere Is said to have entered a 
barbershop In Laporte during the 
South Dakota man's visit In Laporte 
with a revolver In his possesion, with 
which he said he could not part, as 
he "might have use for It before long " 
The revolver. It Is declared, was aft¬ 
erward Identified as belonging tc Held¬ 
gren.

Knew of Mturder. 

That Lamphere new that Heldgren 
had been slain Is now believed a cer- 
tuiuty. During the time he was prose¬ 
cuted by her for trespass he told the 
police he knew’ something that Mrs. 
Gunness wanted him to forget. He 
would not divulge, however, what he 
knew, stating that justice would be 
done at last. 

The theory regarding the murder of 
the girl Jennie Olsen Is that she, near¬ 
ing an aged whan she could know too 
much of the life of Mrs. Gunness and 
her commission of crimes, was mur¬ 
dered that her SJp* might be sealed for¬ 
ever.

Of tho victims dug from the earth to¬ 
day one was Identified as Andrew Held- 
gran, of Aberdeen. 8. D., a suitor for 
Mrs. Gunness* hand, whose courtship 
was prompted through a matrimonial 
agency. 

A second victim was recognised as 
Miss Jennie Olsen Gunness, an adopted 
daughter, who ostensibly had gone to 
Los Angeles two years ago, and the 
three remaining victims whose remains 
had been mutilated and placed in 
gunny sacks have not been Identified. 
One was a man apparently 35 years old 
and two were children—a boy and a 
girl. 

• • • 

Woman May Have Fled. 

In the light of to-day’s developments 
the authorities Incline to the belief that 
Mrs. Gunness and her three children 
may have fled from Laporte before the 
fire and the bodies found there may 
have been shipped from Chicago. The 
arrest of Ray Lamphere. a former em¬ 
ploye. who was believed to have been 
infatuated with the woman, may serve 
to unravel some of the tangle surround¬ 
ing the "house of'mystery."

The Victims. 

Following are those closely associat¬ 
ed with Mr*. Ounness, of whose deaths 
she I* believed to have had knowledge: 

Andrew Heldgren, 40 years old. 
bachelor* Aberdeen. S. D.. suitor for 
Mrs. Gunness hand, who came to La- 
porte in January and disappeared one 
month later after loaning the woman 
11.500. 

Miss Jennie Olsen Gunness 16 years 
old, adopted daughter of Mrs. Gunness 
disappeared In September. i»06 osten¬ 
sibly to attend a school at Los Angeles 

Unidentified man. believed by Sheriff 
Smulzer to have been an admirer of the 
woman 

Unidentified boy. apparently 8 years 
old; mutilated body In gunny sack 

Unidentified girl, about 7 years old* 
mutilated body In gunny sack. 

Joseph Gunness. husband of Mrs 
Gunness, whose death at Laporte four 
years ago had always remained a mys¬ 
tery. 

Albert Sorensen, the woman’s first 
husband, who died under mysterious 
circumstance* In Chicago eight years 
ago.

State’s Attorney Smith to-night Raid 
that in ail probability Ray Lamphere 
would be taken from the county Jail to 
the prison north at Michigan City. This 
Is to Insure beyond any question the 
safe custody of the suspect. 

The first husband. Max Sorensen, 
died several years ago. while the 
family lived at Austin. III. Ills death 
was said to have been due to heart 
failure, but relatives claimed that he 
had been poisoned. An Inquest was 
ordered some time after the remains 
laid been burled, but for some reason 
the body was never disinterred by the 
authorities.

Mysterious Fires. 


While a resident of Austin the home 
of Mrs. Gunness wok burned, and al¬ 
though some question as to the origin 
of the fire arose, the insurance was 
collected. 

With money secured from Insurance 
on tic death of her husband Mrs. Gun- 
mrss nought a confectionery store in 
Chicago, which was located at the cor¬ 
ner of Grand avenue ami Elizabeth 
street. A short tin*? later the store was 
gutted by fire, the origin of which was 
suspicious, but after making ua Inves¬ 
tigation the Insurance companies could 
not attach any blame to Mrs. Gunness 
and paid the claim.

BRUCE APPEARS FOR CITY. 


Bracken County Farmers 
Called Out and Whipped. 


FORCED TO CUT OUT CROP. 


Frankfort, Ky.. May 5.—[Special.)— 
The Court of Appeals will hand down 
a decision to-morrow which will settle 
the question of whether or wot the New' 
Louisville Jockey Club has a right to 
sell pools under the pari-mutuel system. 
The question was submitted to the full 
court late tills afternoon and It won an¬ 
nounced that a decision would be given 
to-morrow morning. The question was 
submitted on a motion far a writ ot 
prohibitum against the New Louisville 
Jockey Club to prevent the selling of 
pools at the racetrack ami also on a 
motion to dissolve the Injunction whic h 
was granted by Judge Kirby restrain¬ 
ing the city authorities from Interfer¬ 
ing with the sale of the pari-mutuel 
pools. 

The questions asked by the Judges 
Indicated that the motions would be 
(tarried and the pari-inutue)s would be 
allowed. Judge A. E. Richards. City 
Attorney; Helm Bruce, representing the 
city, and Judge A. P. Humphrey and 
Da rid W. Baird representing the Jock¬ 
ey Club, reached here this afternoon at 
4:30 o’clock and went at once to the 
Court of Appeals, where the full bench, 
•with the exception of Judge E. C. 
O’Rear. who was out of town, was 
awaiting them. The lawyer* went to 
tho runt of the whole question In a few 
minutes after they arrived. 

• • • 

Richards Speaks First. 


Judge Richard*, by agreement, stated 
tlie facts In the <cn*e. He sold It was 
admitted that the Mayor had the right 
to send police to the track and moke 
arrem* for violations of the law. the 
statute giving a city policeman authori¬ 
ty to moke arrests within one mile of 
the city Ilmlta He then stated the facts 
regarding the Injunction granted by 
Judge Kirby and contended that If the 
Injunction Is allowed to hold until it 
can be argued on May 11 many viola¬ 
tions of the law will occur in the mean¬ 
time and It will be Impossible to arrest 
the guilty persons, as they will scatter 
over thw State and country. He said It 
was admitted that th** men who operate 
the pari-mutuel machines cannot be ar¬ 
rested. but contended that bettors could 
be arrested. Judge Humphrey argued 
the for the Jockey club. He said 

that under the act of 1893. which made 
It a felony to set up and operate a 
game of chance the operation of the 
pari-mutuel or combination p<h>i# was 
excepted, and he Insist'd that this ex¬ 
ception alec* excepted the making of 
such pools at race track* from the pro¬ 
vision* of any other law on gambling- 
He sold It clearly was the Intention of 
the Legislature to legalise pool selling 
at a race track while the racing actual¬ 
ly was In pmgreso. He also said the 
city authorities hud had six months' 
notice that the pari-tnutuel system 
would be used by the Jockey club at 
the spring meeting, and If they wanted 
to teat the question they should have 
raised It before and not watted until the 
day before the spring meeting started. 
• • • 

Admits Operators Are Exempt. 


After the fire at Chicago Mm. Gun- 
nces moved to Laporto. and It was here 
that she was united In marriage to 
Peter Gunness. While In the kitchen 
one day Gunness wua struck on the 
head by a meat chopper and the wife 
explained to the Coroner that It had 
fallen from a shelf and had killed him. 
Although her story was questioned the 
Investigation never was carried any fur¬ 
ther. and her story was given sufficient 
credence by the authorities to drop the 
case. The authorities now believe that 
Jennie Ole*n know of the circumstance* 
which surrounded the death of at least 
one of Che husband* of her foster 
mother, and thm It was for this reason 
she was put out of the way. While tho 
skeleton has not been absolutely Identi¬ 
fied its that »«f the adopted daughter. It 
Lh reasonable to believe that such is 
the case, as she ha* not been seen for 
the peat two years. 

Contemplated Another Marriage. 

That Mrs. Gunness was evidently 
contemplating still another marriage Is 
believed by the officer* as the result of 
the receipt of * letter Wednesday by 
Executor Fogle. addressed to Mrs Gun¬ 
ness. Th»- letter Is written In Nor¬ 
wegian and is from Carl Peters sn. of 
Waupaca. Wls. He* writes that he is 
sorry he cannot meet her requirements 
as to ht« financial condition, but he Is 
respectable and worthy In every way 
He says he hopes she will be able to 
find the right kind of a man. one who 
will make her a good and true husband 
and on** who will be a father to her 
children.

Courtship By Mail. 


Mr. Bruce closed for the city. Ho ar¬ 
gued that the exemption under the act 
•f 1893 simply meant that gambling on 
race tracks or the selling of puri-mu- 
tuei pools at such a racetrack should 
not be a felony and did not exempt the 
operation of the machines from the pro¬ 
vision* of the general act which pun¬ 
ishes gambling He contended that bet¬ 
ting on a horse race Is gambling and 
that It can be punished under the acts

raising a crap In 190S. Mr Gross replied 
thai ho and hl’J father had three plant 
beds sown and that It was their inten¬ 
tion to raise tobacco this year. The 
men led Gross a short distance from his 
home and od ministered a severe 
thrashing with a blocksnakt* whip, ad¬ 
monishing him to tc>ar up hi* tobacco 
beds, sign up his 1907 crop and quit 
talking against members of the Burley 
Tobacco .Society before next Saturday 
night. 

Th© men then repaired to tho home of 
hi* father. George Ora**, who lived 
but a abort distance away, called him 
forth, repeated the w-umlng they had 
fti ven his son, and Mrs. Gross agreed to 
destroy his plant beds and cut out the 
1908 crap. It is raid that the men vis¬ 
ited Henry Gross because he remarked, 
"that there were only two ttilngs that 
a train hod to do—die and pay hbt taxes 
—and he was going to use hi* own 
pleasure about raising a crop this 
year." 

Tho men then visited the home of 
Lewis Kinney, who lives but a short 
distance from the Gross farm, and who 
is a brother of County Attorney George 
B. Kinney. It was almost an hour be¬ 
fore Kinney could be Induced to coine 
forth, ail of the windows and the front 
door of hi* house being battered in 
when he finally stepped out on the 
front porch. 

Kinney was attired only In hi* night¬ 
clothes, without hi* shoos, but was 
compel led to walk out in a field, where 
he w'os divested of hi* overcoat and 
given a severe beating with the black- 
snake whip After the first thrashing 
Kinney would not agree to dig up hi* 
plant bed*, and only agreed to when 
they started to us© the whip again. 

Kinney was in Augusta a short time 
ago, purchasing guns and ammunition 
In enildpatlon of a visit from the night 
rider*. Kinney was the first man in 
Bracken county to sell his 1907 crap, 
bringing It to Augusta along about the 
first of the year, w here he was waited 
upon by Die day rtd-ra with the request 
that he return home with his tobacco 
and not sell until tho pooled crop was 
•old He refused to accede to their re¬ 
quest. and w'hen William Hendenran, 
who had bought the tobacco would not 
take it. Kinney delivered It to the Am¬ 
erican Toboco Company buyer at Hlg- 
glnsport. Lately he had moved & num¬ 
ber of tenants to his farm with the 
avowed Intention of growing a crop 
this yoar. ,.

Joseph 
Maxwell, on employe, barely escaped 
from the burning honse The h»*ad of 
the woman was missing from the 
charred trunk and it has not been 
found. 

Soon after tho lire It was suspected 
that Ray Lamphcre, a farm laborer, 
knew something of It. and a search was 
made for him, resulting In his arrest 
tho same evening, his capture being 
bffccted In a small woods near here, 
where he had concealed himself in the 
trunk of a hollow tree. Lumphero 
acknowledged that Jie knew of the Are, 
but said that be had only seen It os 
he passed the house at 3 o'clock In the 
morning on his w*ay to work. 

Suspicion was directed toward Lam- 
phere because he was alleged to have 
annoyed Mrs. Ounness with his atten¬ 
tions.

Money For Toft. 


Owing to the Increased use of the 
malls In sending bottles and glassware 
through the malls, the Postmaster Gen¬ 
eral to-day promulgated regulations 
governing the use of the malls In this 
respect. He says bottles, when sent 
through the malls, must be very strong 
and Inclosed In a metal, wooden or 
paper-mache block or tube; and there 
must be provided between the bottle 
and the block or tube, a cushion of cot¬ 
ton, felt or other absorbent. The block 
or tube must be of sufficient strength 
to resist rough handling and support 
the weight of the malls piled In hag*. 
If of wood. It must be at least three- 
sixteenths of an Inch thick in its thin¬ 
nest part; If of paper-mache, it must be 
at least five thirty-seconds of an Inch 
for bottles holding from two to four 
ounce®, and at least one-eighth of an 
Inch thick for bottle® holding two 
ounces or less. The block or tube must 
be rendered water-tight by on applica¬ 
tion of puniflne or other suitable sub¬ 
stance. ®o that If the bottle be broken 
In transit the liquid will not escape or 
the tube Income softened and allow the 
broken ghi£* to be scat to rod in the 
malls.

CHANGES IN THE WEIGHTS. 


Washington. May 5.—John Norris, of 
New York, tho ropreavntatlve of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ Asso¬ 
ciation, to-day repeated his fctatement 
before the House committee Investi¬ 
gating the wood pulp and print 
paper industry that the Ameri¬ 
can ¥ paper Manufacturers have 
bought large trout* of wood land 
in Canada, and charges that Instead 
of cutting the timber on this land, 
"which they have bought with almost 
recklessne®®," they have gone Into the 
market and urilftotally marked up the 
prices on themselves. 11c protested 
that the American consumers should 
not be saddled with penalties of any 
such speculation. Mr. Norris produced 
figures to show that there has been * 
reduction In the price of wood pulp ex¬ 
ported from Canada He expre®*td the 
opinion that paper can be made for 
$20 a ton. The investigation will con¬ 
tinue to-morrow. 

When the committee met to-day a 
telegram was read from Herman Kid¬ 
der. president of the American News¬ 
paper Publishers* Association, ad¬ 
dressed to John Sharp Williams, the 
Democratic leader In the House, stat¬ 
ing that Judge Lacoinbc. in New York, 
had discharged the Manila and Fibre 
Paper Company, which had been 
brought before a grand Jury and order¬ 
ed to produce Its books. Tlio company 
claimed that Us books had been given 
to an official, who liad taken them to 
Europe. Continuing, the telegram said: 

"They (the paper company) now 
claim that they hove dond everything 
In tlielr power to recover the paper®. 
On this showing they were allowed to 
go free. What u farce. Our only hope 
Is the Stevens bill.” 

Mr. Stafford, of Wisconsin, asked Mr. 
Norris If he regarded that telegram as 
meaning that the Inability to prosecute 
the "Manila and Fibre Paper trust” 
was a failure of Justice. 

”Not a failure, but a serious em¬ 
barrassment.” replied Mr. Norris.

"There was a practice many years 
ago." said Mr Norris, "prior to the 
creation of the International Pap*r 
Company, of paying for paper on the 
production basis—that Is the news- 
| paper. Instead of buying paper by the 
pound, trought upon the basis of to 
many pounds making so tnuny thous¬ 
and eight-page sheets. If the manu¬ 
facture Increased the weight of the pa- 
imr unduly he did it at his own cost. 
On the other hand. If he decreased the 
weight of the pnpor, he would not get 
any benefit from the decrease; that 
would go to the newspaper. Following 
the creation of the International Paper 
Company,” he snld, "all of the paptr 
manufacturers agreed upon a standard 
basis of weight for every newspaper; 
the standard being thirty-two pounds 
for 500 sheets, meaning. 24x36. 

"There Is a natural tendenev in the 
mill.’’ continued Mr. Norris, "to run a 
little heavy If not watched carefully, 
because an Increase in the weight over 
the standard Increases the output of 
the mill to that extent and measuroably 
reflects to the advantage of the mill 
superintendents. 

• • • 

Sharp Practice. 


"With some of the large contracts In 
recent years there has been a tenden¬ 
cy to seeretly break over that general 
understanding among papermak* rs and 
to charge upon u lighter weight of pa¬ 
per— that Is to furnish a lighter weigh, 
of paper than the standard and also 
to charge upon the production basis 
rather than upon the gross-weight 
basis. Under the latter basis the news¬ 
paper pays for the roll as delivered 
In the pressroom less on amount al¬ 
lowed for the Weight of the core, the 
core being tlje spindle on which the 
paper is wound. It also pays for all 
of the white paper left on the core and 
It pays for the white waste less the 
amount which it may get for this wastb 
from the Junk man. While the prlc© 
named In some of the Inrge contracts 
Is apparently a fair figure considering 
the quantity. If the weight Is on a low¬ 
er basis than the standard weight, a® 
It Is In some of these contracts. It 
will materially affect the price ac¬ 
tually paid by a newspaper, even to 
the extent of $3 a ton." 

• • • 

Departed From Standard Weight. 

"What company to your knowledge 
departed from the standard weight?** 
asked Mr. Stafford. 

"The Great Northern Paper Pom* 
puny," replied Mr Norris. "There 
probably are others, but I cannot re¬ 
call them now." Mr. Norris read tele- 
grams and letter® from a number of 
papers giving the Increase In price they 
haw been charged for paper, and also 
read a letter from the Beacon Journal, 
of Akron, O., stating that they could 
buy paper from the Canadian mills 20 
cents a hundred pound® cheaper than 
from the American mills. Including 
the cost of freight and tariff. If the 
tariff Is taken off wood pulp, the letter 
wild, they would be entitled to a rebate 
of 15 cents per hundred pounds. He 
also gave quotations from u&nadlnn 
mills received by papers In Cleveland 
and Sprlnglleld. O., and Houston. Tex , 
ranging from 885.40 to 838.25 per ton.

High Comedy In New York. 
"*When young Mr Thauf get* out of 
the asylum, and of course He will 
get out sooner or later, the curtain 
will be rung down upon one of the 
famous farce* of the age. 

Mr. Thaw escaped electrocution by 
proving himself the victim of a form 
of Insanity solemnly asserted to be 
absolutely Incurable and pro^rrcsalve. 
He is now temporarily out of the In¬ 
stitution for th© criminally insane, to 
which he was committed because of 
hi* Incurable mental disease, and 
awaits proceedings in court to estab¬ 
lish his sanity. Mrs. Thaw, who has 
sued for an annulment of the raarrier© 
upon the ground that the man was In¬ 
sane. offers to appear as a witness to 
prove that he is now sane. 

As all things aVe possible to the 
law. Mr Thaw will regain his liberty 
and Mrs. Thaw will secure hers If she 
continues to desire IL There is quite 
a good deal of accrbttous criticism 
from the North when an "unwritten 
law" case 1* decided In the South. 
But the old-fashioned plan of sub¬ 
mitting the law and the fact* and 
proving the provocation Is a much 
more direct method of defeating jus¬ 
tice than the trial-by-altenlsta method, 
and greatly less expensive to the 
State than a sleight-of-hand perform¬ 
ance In several acts ending In exactly 
the same denouement. 


Remember Hiram Hedges. 

In his instructions to tho grand Jury* 
at Carlisle Judge Fryer lays emphasis 
upon the duty of the law to seek out 
and punish the assassins of Hi rain 
Hedges, the farmer who was called to 
his door and shot down by a band of 
night riders. This undoubtedly is a 
luty of the law. There have been mur¬ 
ders as cowardly, but there has been 
none more oowardly than that. So far 
Mr. Hedges' murderers have not been 
molested^ As far as results are con¬ 
cerned nothing has been done toward 
meting out to them the stem Justice 
which they deserve. It Is an abhorrent 
thought that In a civilised State any 
man or set of men should shoot down 
another as Hedges was shot. It Is a 
more abhorrent thought that, having 
done so. they go free. Judge Fryer 
aannot put too much stress upon the 
need of visiting the wrath of the law 
apon the heads of Mr. Hedges* assas¬ 
sins. That Is one of tho most 9 proaslng 
luties which the la* In Kentucky has 
jo perform to-day. 


Dr. Cartledge. 

Dr. A. Morgan Cartledge lived In 
what might be called the golden age of 
furgery. During tho very years 
when he was a specialist In that 
branch of the medical practice surgery 
made Its greatest smile* and proved 
ts availability as a miracle-worker. It 
v*s because of the fortunate timeliness 
>f his choice of hts profession and his 
unsurpassed quickness to master the 
nost complex and delicate problems of 
modem surgery that Dr. Cartledge be¬ 
came one of the country's foremost 
•urgoons. In numerous Instances he 
dlosed a way for others of hla practice. 
~arg* of brain and skillful of band, he 
•ucoeded In cases wherein lew aplen- 
Sldly equipped specialists failed. 

The death of Dr. Cartledge Is not 
»nly stunning In Its suddenness, but 
ament© bio In tho loss it brings to tho 
nodical profession and to Louisville^* 
•oclal and Intellectual life. Those who 
mjoyed the charm of hts personality 
aid thoeo who admired his fine 


Two of a Kind. 

The New York World says, and very 
truly says, that In “denyliwf that New 
York or Wall street or James J. Hill 
has any connection with his candidacy 
for Pron kh-nt." Gov. John A. Johnam, 
of Minnesota. "Is needlessly superflu¬ 
ous,” which puts tihe Charleston News 
and Courier In for a piece of rather 
gratuitous rudeness when It quotes the 
Governor's denicri as "a eufflolcnt an¬ 
swer to the silly suggestion made by 
Henry Watterson that Johne»>n would 
carry with him *a Wall-street tag' If 
he should be nominated.” 

No ono who knows Oov. Johnson 
would suspect him of part, or lot, with 
any covert scheme to advance his can¬ 
didacy. or In any wise to push hts own 
fortune*, and the Courier-JoumAt made 
no such intimation. It simply said that 
the hurrahs for the Governor of Minne¬ 
sota at thlg late day. having Its chief 
fuglemen in New York, would inevit¬ 
ably rtu*> the question of "a Wall- 
strecd tag.” which, though quite false 
ss far as Gov. Johnson l* personally 
concerned, would serve all the odious 
uses of campaign defamation In the 
West and South. 

The World proceeds to troll off its 
own version of the case of Oov. John¬ 
son as follows: 

"In the summer of 1307 came Henry 
Watterson with a mysterious dark-horse 
candidate whose Identity and habitat were 
carefuKy concealed from vulgar curiosity. 
By tho time the public discovered that 
John A Johnson was tho man the Colonel 
hod in mind H had lost interest in the 
proceeding. So liad the Colonol. 

Then the World, after the manner of 
Its self-exploiting, depreclating-of-all 
others kind, proceeds to show with how- 
much more seriousness and potency it 
took up the Johnson cue and brought 
it to the public attention and respect 
later along— that ts. when It was quite 
too late to do any good either to Gov¬ 
ernor Johnson, or the Democratic par 
•y—closing with this burst of rather 
smp:y bombast: 

••The Workl did not expect U» convince 
Mr Ilrysm that Gov. Johnson should be 
nominated AM we have undertaken to 
do U to show the Democrat* of the coun¬ 
try* that Bryan's nomination mean* cer¬ 
tain defeat, while Johnson's nomination 
would give the Democratic party a fighting 
chance If the Democrats do not want a 
fighting chance, if they prefer defeat, 
demoralisation ami a Republican admin¬ 
istration, then William J. Boon, a* ex¬ 
perience has proved, is an infallible guide 
to Democratic disaster." 

It Is sufficient to say of this that It I* 
destructive, not constructive; that It 
could only aim at the ruin of both Bry¬ 
an and Johnson; and that It is to such 
complacent disregard alike of fact and 
logic that the World owes Its lack of 
Influence as a popular force. It has no 
continuity of thought and flxjty of pur¬ 
pose. It flouts the common sens* of 
the public, which ts a very good prac¬ 
tical politician. Yet, with the obliquity 
of vision characteristic of those that 
cannot see themselves os others see 
them. It Is the World which says: 

"Henry Watterson. who is more of a 
poet than a politician, has returned to 
LoulsvlUe to tell the readers of the Cou¬ 
rier-Journal that *th© Republicans are 
split wide opan. This 1* tholr year to 
lose.* 

"The Republicans are not 'split wide 
open.' They are fighting because they 
have something to fight for; but whan 
the Chicago convention has finished Its 
work the magnificent discipline of the 
party will assert Itself, the ranks will 
closo up and the work of organizing vic¬ 
tory will begin under the direction of 
Preatdwnt Rooeevolt, who will manage 
Taft's campaign. 

"There Is a genuine Democratic oppor¬ 
tunity If the party had sense enough to 
take advantage of K by breaking away 
from Bryan and nominating a candidate 
like Johnson. But there Is no chance 
whatever with Bryan. 

"Bryan's nomination means Taft's elec, 
tlon." 

The country will not take seriously 
a newspaper that so flies in tho faco of 
things actual, reasonable and prac¬ 
tical. From start to finish the World 
has sought rather to pull down. Bryan 
than to build up Johnson. Short of a 
union of factions neither would have 
any show of election. It was the pur¬ 
pose of the Courier-Journal to secure, 
if possible, this Indispensable union. 
It aimed to create such a vol¬ 
ume of friendly opinion within the 
Democratic party as would satisfy Mr. 
Bryan and his following, conceded to 
be both large and enthusiastic, that It 
would be wiser of him to play War¬ 
wick than King. That Is the differ¬ 
ence. and w'hatever change on the gen¬ 
eral account of politics and poetry that 
may be coming belongs to the Courier- 
Journal, not to the World.

But here rises our dear old friend and 
brother of the Charleston New* and 
Courier to remark: 

"WUtt all our affection tor the really 
grvux Kentuckian, we must confess our 
utter disappoint men t In hta presrnt course 
The fight against Mr. Bryan and what he 
represents will not be finished so for a* 
the Democratic party to concerned until 
the oonventim at Deriker has completed 
Its work. Of course, the Derroorata of

ought to prevent itself to every reflecting 
nyshr.ber of the party In this region of the 
country. Tho South can elect nefox) y 
Pi ©elder*. and tho Democrats of the South 
should have some regard in the choice of 
a leader for the Rational Democracy for 
the wishes of the Democrat* in other par:* 
of the country, upon which, at last, the 
real burden of electing the candidates of 
the party will rest." 

This means. If It mc&nB anything, 
that the difference between the East 
and West Is Irreconcilable; that It can¬ 
not be composed short of the surrender 
of two-thirds to one-third: orxl that 
bodes overlasting dissension and de¬ 
feat. If It be true, God help Democ¬ 
racy. We do not believe It U true. 
With Cuptain Simon Stivfgs. of the Tnl- 


tapoosa Volunteers, we believe that 
"thar Is yit hope for Greece." 

Ait that can be sold against the 
candidacy and nomination of Mr Bry¬ 
an the Courier-Journal has said over 
and over again. It had 1U day In court. 
But, the witnesses who now bob up so 
serenely In the East put In no appear¬ 
ance; not even our dear Brother Hemp¬ 
hill. of Charleston—tbo original discov¬ 
erer of Governor Johnson—came when 
he was called. 

If Mr. Joseph Pulitzer were In perfect 
health and stood upon the bridge span¬ 
ning his own deck, he might be cited; 
but his many-sided and restless intel¬ 
lect, with its resistless personality, is 
held behind the bars of almost, tf not 
quite, total blindness; the World, res¬ 
cued from destruction and recommis¬ 
sioned by his genius, maguitlcent cruiser 
that he made It—sailing the high seas 
not of Democracy, but the shoreless 
ocean of free-lanclsm, a phantom ship, 
Vanderdecken gone—can enter upon no 
controversy as to these matters with 
the Courier-Journal. There must be gen¬ 
uine party responsibility, genuine party 
accountability, genuine political convic¬ 
tion to make an equal match In the 
discussion of party affairs. The World 
brings to the forum none of th£se hor* 
tugvs of good faith and a loyal spirit. 
It does not pretend to be a Democrat 
at all. It can come, or go, according to 


particular question may have had. At 
any rate the Liberal Government felt 
that it had a popular mandate to undo 
the work of the Tories, and so an edu¬ 
cation bill was Introduced early in the 
session and passed the House of Com- 
njons easily.

The probabili¬ 
ties, however, in favor of the soecess of 
this scheme ure not great, and It Is 
likely that the existing educational 
law may survive a good while In Eng¬ 
land. 

Nevertheless. American teachers go¬ 
ing to England would have to study a 
system Introduced by a party which 
Is now out of power, and which Is de¬ 
cidedly opposed by a large part, If not a 
majority, of the English people. Pos¬ 
sibly the advantage derived by our 
teachers would not be greatly dimin¬ 
ished on that account. They would not

Before Joseph Pulitzer left Missouri 
and acquired riches beyond the dream* 
of avarice, he understood the moan¬ 
ing and the reach of this. If wo could 
bring him to question face to face— 
though in default of that, we can call 
our good Brother Hemphill to the wit¬ 
ness-box—w*e would say to him. In point 
of fact, wo are saying to both of them, 
“May Mr. Bryan not have his tale to 
tell—hts side to offer—at least In re¬ 
buttal? Is ho not In character and 
standing. In cleanliness, integrity and 
personality, the peer of Mr. Roosevelt 
and Mr. Taft? Why should wo—claim¬ 
ing to be the friends of the many and 
the enemies of the few—why should 
we turn a deaf oar? Must fact ion lam 
go on forever? Shall the one-third al¬ 
ways seek to rule, or ruin, the two- 
thirds? Is It not true that that Is maJn- 
ly what for twelve years we have been 
doing? Per contra, wens It not the 
wisdom of the time to ee© the situation 
as it Is and accept it; to realize that 
our favorite, John A Johnson, of Min¬ 
nesota. could only gtd the nomination 
to his death over the dead body of 
Bryan; that, another defeat on what 
we call conservative lines will mean 
Hearst, or worse; that It will Involve 
dissolution and chaos; but that. If all of 
us—Judge Parker, a really great and 
good man. In the lead—go to Denver 
to brush factlontsm aside and to sig¬ 
nal a united party—we can elect our 
ticket, though Bryan were trebly the 
head of U? 

Both tho times and the argument are 
with us. Taft means everything that 
Is historically wrong and most things 
that are contemporaneously misleading. 
Roosevelt, a follower of Bryan. yot It 
not a Democrat. He Is merely a Hu¬ 
manitarian. Taft being a Federalist. 
What harm—from the ultraoonservatlve 
point of view—could Bryan do in the 
White House, the Republican party re¬ 
organised upon the Republican Sen¬ 
ate to resist Reform and to stand out 
for the old order of Class Favoritism 
and Privilege? Is not, even from the 
lower plane of political consideration, 
to say nothing of the higher, a change 
of parties desirable? 

These ore suggestions merely. We 
throw them out with deference and 
good will. They may not embody prac¬ 
tical politics. They may not even ris© 
to |he dignity of poetry. But, weil bet 
two dollars and a half that two-thirds 
of the coming Democratic Convention 
will declare them "boss sense!" 

Teachers To England. 

Tho National Civic Federation's propy 
osltlon to take 600 American teachers 
to England to study the methods em¬ 
ployed In the schools of that country 
Is sufficiently liberal. The trip Is to 
last six weeks and the school boards In 
this country will Incur no expense ex¬ 
cept the payment of the salaries of 
their own teachers during their ab¬ 
sence. 

The Interchange of teachers between 
some of our universities and those of 
Germany la thought by those who par¬ 
ticipated In It to be a great success. But 
this Is for the benefit of the student*, 
while the proposition to send teachers 
to England Is for the benefit of the 
teachers. They will In six weeks 
doubtless acquire a good general Idea of 
English methods of teaching and school 
management. 

It hapx>ens. unfortunately, that the 
English schools do not meet the views 
of the English themselves. The last 
Tory Government passed an education 
bill which was vehemently objected to 
by the Nonconformists and others, be¬ 
cause It was claimed that It gave too 
great advantages to the established 
church, and virtually made the rate 
payers put up money to pay for teach¬ 
ing the peculiar dogmas of that 
church. At the last general elections 
this was one of the questions largely 
discussed. The Liberals gained a great 
victory, but as there were a number of 
other Issue*, notably that of reverting to 
protection, tt was not possible to 
nay what Influence on tho result any 


encounter a good deal that It ts well to 
avoid. It Is certain that the English 
system of schools would not be popu¬ 
lar In this country', where the condi¬ 
tions are very different. The public 
schools in England have never com¬ 
manded the general assent of the peo¬ 
ple, and the present system Is particu¬ 
larly unpopular. There may. however, 
be features of them which are superior 
to our schools. If so. our teachers 
might get some useful hints from a 
study of English methods. It Is certain 
that our own schools are far from per¬ 
fect but It Is nevertheless a question 
whether those of England offer the best 
material for study.

costs and thirty days in Jail. Au appeal 
was taken to the Circuit Court by Cum* 
mil# attorney, J. W. Norwood. When the 
case was called for trial today Cummins 
faJled to answer the Sheriff's cal: and no 
attorney wa* present to represent him. 
Commonwealth's Attorney Allen ask«d 
that Cummins* bond be forfeited and suid 
that he would go Into trial Immediately. 
To this the court assented and the Com¬ 
monwealth Introduced one wltneec to show 
that Cummins had drawn a pistol from 
on eof his pockets while on Bnuth MlU 
©treet about a week ago and flf»*d it. He 
wm afterward arrested by Patrol man O. 
Worsham. 

While the Jury was out Mr. Norwood 
appeared In court and argued that hi* 
client had been treated unfairly and said 
that he should be ado wed a trial In ordof 
to prove his innocence of the charge. The 
court decided In favor Of the Common¬ 
wealth. ruling that the defendant would 
have to moke a motion In regular form.

The New Rector of Old Trinity. 

The South greet* the new rector of 
Old Trinity In New York. Although 
an Englishman by birth, the Rev. Wll 
Ham T. Manning is a Southerner by 
training, long residence and feeling. His 
association as a student and later a 
member of the faculty of the Univer¬ 
sity of the South at Seurano© would 
in Itself make him a Southerner, and a 
good one. As the successor to the 
Rev. Morgan Dlx the young rector 
—for be Is still young enough to 
bo called young—takes an eminent 
position In the public life of the 
country a* well as the ministerial life 
of the church. The office of rector 
of Okl Trinity carries with it peculiar 
sentiment. Trinity chunoh is so very 
old, not only In years but In as poet and 
tradition, and It stands in \htt heart of 
a metropolitan district so new* that you 
can hardly gaze upon It and its grave¬ 
yard or even Imuglne it without fall¬ 
ing somehow under the spall of this 
sentiment. Year after year millions of 
busy, seething, rich and poor humans 
rush past It in a veritable eddy. Its 
'brown, weather-stained front looks 
down Into Wall street as though to sig¬ 
nal a spiritual note in a sordid whirl. 
It Is so placid amid scenes so filled with 
turmoil. It Is so quiet while all else 
about It is so noisy. If Old Trinity is 
a show place and Wail street is a show 
place, think how greater than either, 
to the moralist and the Imagination, are 
both fen their contrasts, symbols and 
messages! Dr. Manning becomes rec¬ 
tor of Old Trinity, and to him goes the 
hope that ho may develop more and 
more an exalted spirituality In a ma¬ 
terial environment.

Tokio, April 18 .—Poverty-stricken 
Japan is spending money as If there 
wraa never a day of reckoning. Ita peo¬ 
ple groan under heavy tuxes, and Us 
Industries are suffering the reaction 
which follows artificial stimulation. 
The question one U* forced to ask of 
this prodigal young spendthrift of the 
nations Is; Will Japan go broke? Many 
of tho ablest and wisest of Japanese 
statesmen and business men have coun¬ 
selled caution, but th* military clique Is 
In the saddle and, ’’drunk with sight of 
power,” seems determined to j-pend and 
spend until the last cash is gone. 

The burden af taxation in Japan per 
capita is $4.06, considerably less than 
the per capita burden of $6.95 in the 
United gtAte*, which Includes national, 
state and city taxation. But it must 
be remembered that In Japan the aver¬ 
age Income per capita 1* only $17 a 
year, while In the United States It Is 
$275. If the American people were to 
pay taxes for one year at the rate Im¬ 
posed now upon the Japanese the re¬ 
sult would be a surplus in the treas¬ 
ury of over six billion dollars, enough 
to pay off the national debt, the state, 
city and municipal debts, and have a 
balance sufficient to pay the running 
expense* of the national Government 
for four more years without calling on 
Congress for another cent. 

• • • 

Everything Taxed. 

The details of this taxation would 
drive the ordinary American cltlgen to 
distraction. Everything Is taxed, and 
In a dosen ways. The land tAX. which 
Is the largest single Item of revenue. Is 
based on an assessment system which 
appraises the value of the land at the 
amount for w'hlch It would rent for one 
year. On city property the national 
land tax Is 20 per cent, and the city 
tax 10 per cent per annum. Suppose In 
an AmerU^ut city a man had a house 
which would rent for $100 a month. 
Under the Japanese system of taxation 
he would be required to pay $360 of his 
$1,200 Income for land tax. In addition 
to the tax Imposed upon him as a busi- 
nes man, upon hi# tenant as a tenant, 
and upon the Income which remains 
after the flint set of taxes is.taken out. 

Th* graduated Income tax Is imposed 
upon all Incomes of moro than $160 a 
year. If the same rule applied In 
America a bookkeeper who gets $100 a 
month would be required to pay $73 
a year Income tax. Any person so for¬ 
tunate as to enjoy an Income of $50,000 
a year must pay $7,425 tax each year, 
or nearly 15 per cent, annually. A 
street railway Is required to pay 20 per 
cent of Us gross receipts into the treas¬ 
ury. I® limited to 1-cent and 2-cent 
fares, and yet manages to pay a 12 
per cent dividend. If any member of 
any city council In the United States 
would dare to suggest that the street, 
railway In his city cut fares to 2 cents, 
and lit addition thereto pay a tax of 
20 per cent of Its gross receipts, th© 
W’holo town would say he was crazy. 
But that Is what they do In Japan, and 
nobody complains. One street railway, 
having some sixty mile* of line, suffer¬ 
ed all this and then made so much 
money In dividends that the city gov¬ 
ernment decided to take It over at the 
city’s price and pay for It In city bonds 
at par, regurless of their market value. 
This la the system a business man In 
Japan has to contend with. 

• e • 

Govern men t Monoplles. 


Tobacco, salt and camphor ore Gov¬ 
ernment monopolies, and all profit to 
be made In those lines Is converted di¬ 
rectly Into the National Treasury. Th® 
railways are owned by the Government, 
and while tho passenger service is ex¬ 
cellent and cheap, the freight traffic I# 
said to suffer greatly. At any rate the 
revenue from the roads Is going Into 
the general funds, and not for Im¬ 
provements. The taxes on th* sale of 
sake, th* national beverage, and other 
everyday necessities of the people, w’urc 
already enormous, but the Diet has re¬ 
cently raised them. There Is a coh- 
sumptlon tax on eating sugar and 
wearing clothes Nothing under the 
sun that can be taxwl Is left untaxed. 
and yet this Is a country where the 
farmers CAnnot eat the high quality of 
rice which they grow, but must export 
It to other and more favored lands, 
while they Import Inferior rice from 
China for their own us*. Imagine the 
American farmer being forced to sell 
everything he raises and buying In¬ 
ferior stuff to eat! How long would ho 
stand It?

Enormous Expenses. 


Japan has about half as many people 
as the United State*, and about one- 
twentieth Its wealth. Yet the Japanese 
nation spent Inst year $315,000,000 as 
Against the United States* national ex¬ 
penditure of $578,000,000. or more than 
half of the American outlay. These 
figures do not take Into account the 
prefectural and municipal expenditures 
In Japan nor the state and city ex¬ 
penses In tho United States. 

The money spent by the United 
States for army und navy expenses und 
Improvements amounted to $199,000,000. 
Japan spent In the same year $98,000,- 
000 for Its army and navy, or Just 
about one-half of that spent by Amer¬ 
ica. These figures show that Japan Is 
spending money at about half the rate 
the United States Is spending It. which 
is In proportion to the fact that Japan 
has half the papulotlnn. hut Is not at 
all In proportion to the far more im¬ 
portant fact that the United States has 
twenty times the wealth. Japan’s na¬ 
tional debt 1# also tn the same propor¬ 
tion. being almost as much per capita 
as that of the United States, notwith¬ 
standing its greatly Inferior resources 
and ability to pay. 

e • • 

Money For War. 


While the Japaneee Government has 
been prodigal with subsidies and has 
spent a groat deal of money for edu¬ 
cation and for Internal Improvements, 
by far th* greater part of tho taxes 


gathered and money expended has 
been along military lines The war 
with Russia Increased tho national 
debt from a quarter of a billion to 
nearly a billion, and at the same time 
taxes were Increased* almost fourfold. 
The heavy Increase of taxes was made 
for war purposes, and It was promised 
that when the war was over the taxes 
would be reduced. But this promise 
was not fulfilled. On the contrary, 
the Dlot decided to continue the wor 
taxes In full force until 1911. and the 
present programme of the ruling oli¬ 
garchy contemplates even greater In¬ 
creases. 

The men who control the Govern¬ 
ment of Japan are few In number, 
but their ability has been proved by 
the fact that Japan has emerged from 
a state of civilization comparable with 
that of Europe In the Middle Ages, and 
has taken rank os * rival of the great 
world Powers. All this has been ac¬ 
complished under the leadership of 
tho some men who still rule tho coun¬ 
try. Men of their ability and expe 
rlence cunnot fall to appreciate the 
fact that their policy Is draining the 
country ot Its very life blood. This 
brings up th# question: Why continue 
this enormous use of money In prepa 
ration for war? 

To that Inquiry there are two replies 
vouchsafed. Tho Japanese in authority 
declare that It Is merely to place the 
military and naval establishment of 
the Government on a sound luisls tn 
order that war may bo Insured against 
They declare that a great army and 
navy 1s a necessity to an Isolated na¬ 
tion. especially to one that is Just be 
ginning to compete with other great 
countries and which, therefore, must 
be prepared to contend with envy and 
Jealousy. The other reply Is that of 
those students of the Far East who 
see In China the theater of the next 
great world-contest. They say that 
Japan, a country without raw resource# 
and without rich territory, must And 
on outlet for Its energy. If Japan can 
gain political and commercial control 
of China It will retain Its place among 
the first-clHSs powers, supplementing 
In a commercial way Its victory of 
arm#. Therefore, Jnpan Is bleeding Its 
own people In order to prepare the 
army and navy that will back up Jap¬ 
anese domination of China and asure 
the ultimate prosperity of the Mikado's 
subjects.

Ground By Taxation. 


Whatever may be the ultimate pur¬ 
pose of the present policy In Japan. 
Its present effects are apparent and 
appalling. AH over the country banks 
are falling, the little factories are clos¬ 
ing down, the people are feeling more 
and more the burden of the great taxa¬ 
tion. Business men W’ho have upheld 
the hands of the governing party are 
banning ^o sound warnings, to w'hlch 
the Government turns a deaf ear. For¬ 
eign capital Is frightened by the history 
of the corporations which have been 
taken over by the Government with¬ 
out warning. Even tho largest sub¬ 
sidized concerns are leaning heavily on 
the few great banka of the nation. 
Looking to the future, the Japanese 
business man can see nothing but 
bankruptcy. 

The Japanese statesmen, however, 
look ahead only to tL* glory of their 
nation and counsel tne people to bear 
ail Ills patiently for awhile and then 
Japan will be the England of the 
Orient, the mistress of the Pacific and 
the Queen of Asia. They will not admit 
even the posslblo danger of financial 
disaster. With clever bookkeeping 
they show the people how the debt 
will bo paid In a very few years with 
out additional taxation. For the pur 
pose of playing to the foreign world 
they arrange a great exposition at a 
cost of many millions, all to be borne 
by th© Government. They plan great 
railways, great factories, great hotels 
—all to be paid for from the public 
funds. And they bellevo that the vir¬ 
tu* of the ancestors of the Emperor 
and the matchless patriotism of the 
Japanese people will bring them safely 
through. But even In Japan there are 
business men, equally as patriotic, who 
cannot see any other result of the 
present policy but national bankruptcy-

AMERICAN CONSOL 

REFUSED TO LIE 


ABOUT EXISTENCE OF BUBONIC 
PLAGUE AT LAGUIARA 


WEALTHY FAMILIES FLEEING 
FROM THE PLAGUE. 


PHYSICIAN SENT TO JAIL 


Caracas. Thursday, April 23.—Th© 
plague-stricken port of Laguatra, shut 
off from th© world by land aiul sea. 
has two heroes to-day. th© American 
Consul, Thomas P. Moffat, and 8 
Venezuelan physician. Dr. Gome* Pe- 
raza. Th© first hAS become famous 
aa the only Consul In Lagualra who 
had backbone enough not to sign th© 
document drawn up a month ago by 
th© Board of Health stating that "th© 
sanitary' condition of Lagualra is per 
feet” The other Consuls bowed to 
th© wish of the powers which rule and 
signed the certification, although there 
were deaths almost daily from the 
dread disease. Dr. Gomez Persia has 
sprung Into gTeat and unexpected 
prominence. It was he who assisted 
th* first cases of bubonic plague, and 
ho reported to the Government that 
several deaths had resulted. Dr. Pcraza 
was Immediately arrested and thrown 
Into Jail, and Dr. Rangel, bacteriolo¬ 
gist of the Vargas Hospital at Cara¬ 
cas, was sent down to Lagualra to re¬ 
port. The latter reported that th© 
plague did not exist there. 

People began to dl© mysteriously 
and rumors circulated as to how th© 
sick people only lived twenty-four 
hours Then last week, after nearly 
a month. It became know*n tliat Dr. 
Rangel had gone to Lagualra again, 
that Dr. Gomez Persia had been sud¬ 
denly liberated from prison and that no 
steamers were stopping at Lagualra 
Two weeks later President Castro Is¬ 
sued his decre* declaring th© port Iso¬ 
lated by sea and by land for fifteen 
days, until Dr. Rangel could again re¬ 
port on tho true nature of the epi¬ 
demic. 

When Dr Persia returned to La¬ 
gualra from th© Caracas Jail ho was 
met at the station by a great multi¬ 
tude and was paraded about tho city 
on his friends* shoulders.

Washington. May 5.—A hill to do 
away with secrecy In the holding by the 
ao- called Tobacco Trust of the stock of 
subsidiary companies was Introduced ( 
In the House to-day by ReprvseutntWe ' 
Boutell. of Illinois. It provides that on ! 
all manufactured tobacco and snuff 
•hail appear the name of the owner of 
the producing plant os well as the name 
of the producer and the place and dato 
of production. 

A lively debate was kept up all day 
on the sundry civil appropriation bill. 
Repeated efforts were made by Messrs. 
Gaines, of Tennessee, and Chaney, of 
Indiana, supported by many-other mem¬ 
bers, to procure an appropriation for 
an investigation looking to Increasing 
safety In mining, and they had about 
got Chairman Taw nay to the point 
where he would consent to an appr qui¬ 
ntan of $60,000 when Mr. Underwood, of 
Alabama, objected and the proposition, 
for the time at least, was dropped. 

A provision In the bill for the pur¬ 
chase of over 6,000 acres of land as an 
addition to Fort McKinley. Philippine 
Islands, based on a recommendation by 
Gen., Leonard Wood, elicited severe 
criticism of that officer by FI tag c raid, 
of New York, and Butler. of Penneyl- 
vujrrta. the former continually referring 
to him as **Dr. Wood.** The provision, 
on motion of Mr. Hay. of Virginia, was 
stricken out by unanimous vote. 

The additions to the bill to-day were 
$100,000 for the military prison ut Fort 
Leavenworth. Kan., and $16,500 for an 
addition to Fort Oglethorpe. Qx„ or a 
total Increase to date of $1,241,000.

Washington, Msy 5.—An extended 
speech In opposition to the forestry 
service was made by Senator lleybum. 
of Idaho. In the Senate to-day. while 
the agricultural appropriation bill was 
under consideration Mr. Heyburn rid¬ 
iculed the chart* of the forestry service, 
one of which he had exhibited on the 
wall of the Senate chamber marked 
with such legends as ’’about twenty 
years* supply left** and declared that 
the forester had undertaken to prophesy 
concerning the life of the* forests In a 
way that would require more wisdom 
than was possessed by the sages of old. 
He said such men for flit that forests 
grow, and added that there.Is as much 
forest growth 10 -day as there ever had 
been In history of the world.. 

He criticised the practice of speaking 
or **any man’s policy,** saying that the 
only policies of the Gov* rnment that 
are not fictitious are those that are 
written in the laws of the land 

Mr. Heyburn spoke on ht«» amendment 
excepting the forests of Idaho from 
those In which timber may be cut by 
the Secretary of Agriculture and ex¬ 
ported from tl>e State.

W ITH three races as educators ( 
the crowd wa* fairly wetl up 
on pari-mutuel method* when t 
the betting started on the 
Derby, and the operators of the eleven I 
machines were kept busy for a half hour 
recording bets and handing out tickets to 
the speculators. The crowd in the betting 
ring resembled one of olden days, not¬ 
withstanding the report that betting of all ; 
kind* would likely be prohibited by the 
city and county officials. If this report, 
which hnd spread broadcitsl throughout 
Kentucky and the adjoining States espe¬ 
cially Ohio and Indiana, bad »nr effect 
on the sport-loving public It evidently had 
the opposite effect from that desired by 
those who attempted to prevent the opera¬ 
tion of the pari-mutuels, and Instead of 
keeping them away It only whetted their 
appetite for a trial of the new system, or 
porhapa to be present and watch the fun 
In the event of a mid on the betting ring. 

Whatever may have been the reason, 
the ring was crowded from the beginning 
of hotting on the first race until after the 
cashiers were through payir.c off on the 
last race. While It will require some lit¬ 
tle time for the epeculatlve-Inclined to 
become thoroughly educated to the system 
now In vogue, it will also require some 
time for those operating the machine*, or, 
more properly speaking, those In charge of 
the cashiers* windows, to become active 
in the paying off process, as much time 
was consumed by the winners In cashing 
their tickets, and it was Jong after th© 
second race had been decided before the 
holders of winning tickets on the first race 
bid received their money, and this an¬ 
noyance continued throughout the day, 
with mart ter* working more smoothly, 
however, before the running of the last 
race on the card.

No matter how good a math email dan 
one might be. It would be Impossible for 
him to figure, when making hla bet. how 
much money he would draw down If hla 
selection won. unless perahance he should 
be fortunate enougn to make the last bet 
before th© machines closed on tne race 
While the number of bets registered on a 
horse are always In view of the bettor, 
and he was In a position to tell what his 
ticket would call for at the time th# bet 
w as registered, there Is always th© possi¬ 
bility of some one or more persona setting 
In their check* on scene horse just before 
the field bt sent to th© post, and this 
ncoeasarlly changes the number of bets 
made on an animal and therefore make a 
change In the odda.

It 1* Intended to group in the new munici¬ 
pal building all the city departments, ex¬ 
cept the police. Are and health depart- 
mrnu and those housed In the new Hall 
of Records. It has been estimated that 
about eleven floors will be required to ac¬ 
commodate th© department* which are 
now scattered around in office buildings. 
There wlU be therefore left about ten sto¬ 
ries unoccupied and the#*' will rither be 
retained to provide space for the normal 
exwinsion or the city's working forces or 
will be let to private tenants.
